Cynthiana High School wins the 
sweep stakes silver trophy offered by 
the Kentucky State Y. M. C. A. In tho 
annual Bible Study Contest among 
High School boys. This trophy was 
won last year by N'icholasvllle. Any 
high school winning the trophy three 
times keeps It. 

Cynthiana also wins the cup offered 
for schools of its class and will keep 
this prize. Heath High School In Mc- 
cracken county wins the cup In 
schools of Its class and will keep It. 

Boys In forty-three high schools In 
the State entered the contest and 36 
finished, boys In 23 schools taking the 
final written examinations, a total of 
1,660 high school boys were enrolled. 

The Bible Study contest course was 
one of a number prepared under the 
direction of the International Y. M. C. 
A. and the general topic was, "Jesus 
the Leader." The schools of the state 
were divided into three classes; class 
one for schools of 300 or more boys 
enrolled, Class two from 50 to 300 boys 
enrolled and class three from 10 to 50 
boys enrolled. No high school having 
less than 10 boys enrolled was allowed 
to enter and so a number of country 
high schools were allowed to enroll 
boys In the eighth grade. The decis- 
ion was on points of enrollment, at- 
tendance and final written examina- 
tion. 

The contest for the state trophy was 
a hot one. Cynthiana with a totul of 
4,070 points, was only 36 points ahead 
of Franklin. Heath was third, Bar- 
bourville fourth and N'icholasvllle, the 
winner last year, fifth. 

In schools of the second class. Cyn- 
thiana was first. Franklin, second. 
Paris third and Maysville fourth. Ic 
schools of the third class. Heath wa> 
first Barbourvllle second. N'icholas- 
vllle third, and Mt. Sterling fourth. 
Heath was only IS points ahead of 
Barbourvllle and N'icholasvllle was 
only 6 points behind Barbourvllle. 

On the final examination 604 boys 
took the written test and turned In 
their papers. Of these 536 pnssed will 
a grade above 65. Three High Schools 
made a perfect score on the final test, 
each boy entering passing the grade 
above 65. They were Cynthiana. Bar 
bourvllle and Slaughters.

The event, marking an epoch In 
the annals of aviation, was hailed by 
a bedlam of whistles and bells from 
the city and the ships in the stream. 
Throngs were massed en house tops 
and in the streets to ball the Ameri 
can conquerors of the air as they ap- 
peared ifi the sky. Guns were fired to 
add to the din. 

Small boats darted out from the 
shore, filled with excited Portuguese 
and clustered around the NC-4, as It 
rested in the water after its 800-mile 
Jaunt. The flight from the Azores was 
smooth and uneventful, according to 
the crew. 

Soon after their arrival. Read and 
his men received formal congratula 
Hons from Portuguese officials. Wire 
less congratulations also were re 
received from Admiral Jackson and 
Captain Wortman at the Azores and 
from other officials.

One was addressed t 
Queen Mary and was from Rodman 
Wanamaker, yvho organized the first 
projected trans-Atlantic flight. 

The first thing the aviators heard 
when their motors stopped was the 
music of the "Star-Spangled Banner- 
floating over the water from the V. S 
They saluted. 
Replying to the congratulations of 
the foreign minister, the American 
minister declared his belief the flight 
would improve relations between Por 
tngual and the United States. He 
thanked (he aviators who won for the 
United States the honor of having its 
flag carried first across the sea thru 
the air.

Headquarter* May Be In LoulsvlUe— 
oilier at Maysville May Not 
He Disturbed. 

Washington, Mar 41. — It becamo 
known hero lust night that with the 
coming of nationwide prohibition tho 
live Internal revenue districts of Ken- 
tucky are lo be consolidated into one, 
with hendqunrtors probably at Louis- 
ville. 

The Information was confirmed by 
Daniel ('. Roper, Commissioner of In- 
ternal ltovenuo, who explained the 
plans. With the closing of the distil- 
leries of Kentucky, It was oxplalned, 
there would not be the same need tor 
us many collection districts, and four 
of them are to be abolished, leaving 
Kentucky with but one collection dis- 
trict, ns other states of about the same 
size as Kentucky have, where there 
have not been distilleries. 

No intimation was given as to what 
Is to become of the collectors of the 
four districts that are to be abolished, 
but assurance was given by Mr. Roper 
that none of tho cities whore there are 
now internal revenue olficcs will be 
deprived of offices for the transaction 
of internal revenue business, although 
they will all bo branches of the one 

aln office, Instead of separate offices. 
The intention, be stated, was to bring 
the internal revenue service closer to 
the people rather than making It more 
Inaccessible, and to do so it is pro- 
posed, instead of the present five main 
ofllces, to establish some twelve to fif- 
teen branch offices, with full facilities 
In each for the transaction of every 
kind of internal revenue business. 

Lexington is to have one of these 
offices, as well ns Owensboro, Coving- 
ton and Danville, where collection dis- 
tricts now have headquarters, besides 
eight or ten other cities In the State 
whqre it may be deemed advisable to 
establish branch offices. 

With such concessions made be- 
tween senators as will result In the 
confirmation of Thomas J. Cronan as 
collector of the Louisville district, nnd 
his nomination expected to be sent in 
nnd confirmed before the consolida- 
tion of collection districts is effected, 
tho opinion scorns to be that be would 
become collector for the district com- 
posing the entire State.

County Agent Ueorge Kirk issues 
the following statement on tho killing 
on campaign of roosters: 

The week of June 1 is to be "Roost- 
er Week" throughout tho State of Ken- 
tucky. All roostors are to he killed, 
sold, or confined for the rest of the 
summer. Eggs valued nl the enor- 
mous sum of S4fi,000,0<)0 arc lost each 
year In the United States through 
spoilage. The fertile egg makes up 
the greater imrt of this loss. The av- 
erage farmer says "Too much bother", 
but bo has no right to allow good 
foodstuff to go U i waste. The nation 
needs the eggs and no good citizen 
wilfully allow such waste to take 
place. 

A fertile egg starts to develop into 
a chick at 70 degrees. The ordinary 
daily temperature will start this - de- 
velopment. UnleBs the egg Is then 
held at incubation temperature the 
germ dies and petrifies. That doesn't 
sound good to eat, does It? The farm- 
er needs the egg money. Hence pen 
up that rooster. Infertile eggs do not 
spoil In this manner. 

The dealer needs the business. 

The Nation needs the eggs. 

Give the lion a chance to serve all of 
them. She lays a fresh egg. Keep It 
fresh by 

1. Providing plenty of clean nests. 

2. Gathering eggs twice a day. 

3. Keep eggs as you would milk. 
In a cool place. 

5. Marketing eggs at least twice a 
week In hot weather.
